Has No Satisfactory Site for 
Missouri Pacific Shops.

RUSSELL 
HARDING 
TALKS. 


The Shops W ill Cost $1,000,000, and 
W ill Employ 2,000 Men— A 
Frank Interview. 


Among its losses by reason of tbe 
llood of last J une, it appears, Kansas 
City can figure that of tbe new Mis­ 
souri Pacific shops, to cost 11,000,000 
and give employ ment to 2,000 men. 
Russell Harding, genera^ manager of 
the Missouri Pacific, who, with Wil­ 
liam Cotter, both in their private cars, 
arrived here at 0 o’clock last night, 
say s the Kansas City J ournal, say s 
the chances of Kansas City getting 
the plum are very meager. 
He can 
see no suitable site here. 
However, 
no other location has been decided 
upon. 
“ What hope can y ou give to Kansas 
City for the shops? ” he was asked by 
a reporter for the J ournal last night. 
“ Well, I can give practically 
nc 
hope,” he said. 
“ The chances for lo­ 
cating our new' shops here are very , 
very slim. 
Kansas City has no place 
for them that would be suitable. 
If 
the flood had not come, the shops 
would have been built here by this 
time. If Kansas City had a place for 
them, the Missouri Pacific w'ould lo­ 
cate them here, but as I said I see 
no suitable location in this city .” 
“ What about the East bottoms? ” 
“ They have been abandoned so far 
as the erection of shops is concerned 
for the reason that the location is no 
good for that purpose. We have been 
looking for a good place, but have as 
y et made no final selection. 
When 
will we decide? 
I can’t answer that 
question, for it takes time to settle 
such an important point. 
We are 
anx ious to build the shops just as 
soon as possible, and when the right 
place is found the Missouri Pacific 
will lose no time in making the selec­ 
tion.” 
Mr. Harding 
was reminded 
that 
many statements had been made un 
officially that Sedalia had been chosen 
as the place for the shops, but 
he 
said that the rumors were groundless. 
“ How many eilies are in the race 
for the shops? ” he was asked. 
“ There is no race among the cities 
so far as the Missouri Pacific is con­ 
cerned,” was the reply . 
“ The shops 
will be built w’here they will do the 
most good for the company . 
Atchi­ 
son has made the best offer so far as 
that is concerned, but that does not 
signify by any means that the shops 
will go there. 
The cities that have 
made offers have no more reason to 
believe that they will get the shops 
than some place that has not even 
made a bid. 
The bonus offered by 
each of the cities striving for them is, 
of course, a nice thing, but when it 
comes to selecting the site for 
the 
shops no offers of land or bonus will 
govern the location.” 
When asked what he thought of the 
proposition to build the shops in Kan­ 
sas City , Kas., Mr. Harding said that 
he had received no offer from that city 
but had been requested to locate them 
there. 
He added that if a suitable 


location was in that city 
did not 
Know of it. 
He said that he* favored 
Kansas City . Mo., above other places, 
barring the danger of high water. 
In 
answer to a question if the proposed 
site betwcnm Kansas City and Inde­ 
pendence was Ux )ked upon with favor, 
Mr. Harding replied that it was not 
the intention of 
the 
company 
to 
build the 
shops 
four or five miles 
from a town, and for that reason that 
location, he thought, would not be se­ 
lected. 
“ When we do build the new^ shops,” 
continued Mr. Harding, “ they will be 
a big thing for the city that gets them. 
The cost will be about $1,000,000 and 
I should judge that from 1,5 00 to 2,000 
men will be employ ed in them.

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Russian Defeat Reported. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 22.—It is re­ 
ported here that the Russian advance 
guard on the Yalu 
river 
has been 
driven back with a loss of more than 
2,0 0 0 . 
' 
The emperor has ordered an inquiry 
into Port Arthur affairs. 
Many dis­ 
missals and degradations will result. 
A high military authority say s that 
the commissariat has given proof of 
much defective organization. He say s 
the service has partly broken down, 
and at this juncture this is a very se­ 
rious matter. 
Many of the 
most necessary 
ad­ 
juncts of field service have been over­ 
looked, for instance, 
the 
portable 
kitchen for which a well-known Ger­ 
man firm here received a rush order 
at its own prices for 1,50 0. 
All the artillery men that can be 


found are sent to the front, they , to 
their disappointment, being notified 
they will be used for defending 
the 
railroad. 
For many unex pected reasons the 
transport of troops to the front is 
much slower than was ex pected, the 
anticipated average of 7 ,000 daily hav­ 
ing fallen to 3,000. 
It is thus antici­ 
pated that so far as Russia is con­ 
cerned there will be considerable de­ 
lay in taking action, and if hostilities 
are commenced soon it will certainly 
not be due to the initiative of 
this 
country . 
At present there is a prospect of in­ 
ternational complication, in spite of 
ridicule cast upon the idea from vari­ 
ous sources. 
Once again the porte 
has lent a willing ear to the diplomatic 
suggestions of Russia that the Black 
sea fleet should one day be found un­ 
ex pectedly in the Mediterranean, Tur­ 
key being assured that this once an 
accomplished fact not one of the pow­ 
ers would have a w^ord to say in ob­ 
jection. 
If they did, Russia would be 
answerable. 
Trans-Caucasian troops 
are being 
mobilized and ordered to occupy the 
frontiers of Turkestan 
and Persia, 
this being a strong reminder to Eng­ 
land that Russia is ready for war over 
these two frontiers. 
A council of war has been held here, 
where the possibilities of internation­ 
al complications were very freely dis­ 
cussed, and with the result that 
it 


was decided, if not inevitable, they 
are so prpbable that Russia must be 
fully prepared to meet them.

WILL MOVE 4 5.000 AN HOUR 


Specia l Co a ches to Be Built Fo r Ex ­ 
tra o rdina ry Rush o f Business 
a t the Gro unds. 


Si. Louis, Feb. 22.—W hat tho Wa­ 
bash has done for handling W orld’s 
Fair traffic is of imp ortance, owing to 
lue fact that m is road will be to St. 
Louis what the Illinois Central was to 
Chicag o durinc: the exp osition season 
there. 
President Ramsey say s: 
“I have 
p ractically 
p erfected ar­ 
rang em ents for the handling of tUe 
immense p asseng er traffic exp ecte.i 
at the Louisiana Purchase Exp osition 
ne.xt summer. The location of the W a­ 
bash term inals at the ver>” entrance 
of the W orld’s Fair, and the fact that 
it is the only line which directly p ass­ 
es the exp osition g rounds, have oblig ­ 
ed us to p rep are for the handling of 
the traffic of all roads. 
“I am having .50 locomotives remod­ 
eled in our shop s so that cars can bo 
coup led at either end, and I have p lac­ 
ed tne contract for 150 steel under- 
fram e coaches, which will be used ex­ 
clusively in the shuttle trains to oe 
op erated by us between the Union de­ 
p ot and the fair g rounds. These cars 
will be 6 0 feet long , and on each side 
will be four larg e doors op ening from 
the ends of transverse seats. 
These 
doors will be so reg ulated that they 
can be op ened simultaneously by the 
turning of a lever at the end of tne 
car. 
The seating cap acity of each 
car will be 120, and it will be p ossible 
to p lace 30 more in the aisle in ease 
of a rush. 
“Two track s will be devoted ex­ 
clusively to these shuttle trains in 
the Union dep ot, and tw’o will be u.sed 
exclusively for them in our terminal 
station at the Fair g rounds. One p lat­ 
form will be used exclusively for the 
loading of the trains and the other 
sep arated from it by a fence will be

FARMERS ASKED TO HELP. 


G anger of Routes Being Abolished Un­ 
less Roads Are Kept In

ment. 
The c(uumiitc(‘ repo rted the fo llo w­ 
ing n^so lutio iis, which were 
unani­ 
mo usly ado pted: 
Whereas, It is necessary, in o rder 
to carry o ut the o riginal plans o f the 
ITOsto fllce department, to make deliv­ 
eries o f mail to all patro ns o f rural 
ro utes daily, and as such delivery i.s 
o ften delayed by the miserable co ndi­ 
tio n o f the ro ads, rendering the wo rk 
o f delivery a burden o n bo th carrier 
and team, delaying the co llectio n o f 
mail, and thus partly destro ying the 
efficiency o f the service; and. 
Whereas, The po sto ffice department 
has issued instructio ns to po stmasters 
and R. F. D. carriers that the ro ads 
in their jurisdictio n must be kept in 
safe and go o d traveling co nditio n in 
o rder to insure a eo ntinuance o f the 
service. 
Reso lved: That this asso ciatio n ask 
the patro ns o f the several rural ro utes 
in Pettis co unty to meet the po sto ffice 
department half way, and do their 
part to ward making the service per­ 
fect. 
Go o d ro ads are necessary, and 
it is essential that the sno w and ice 
embankments be kept o ff the bridges 
and appro aches, and th a t. the letter­ 
bo xes be kept in accessible places. 
The ruling o f the po stmaster gen 
eral is plain, and sho uld no t be mis­ 
understo o d. 
If ro ads are no t in co n­ 
ditio n fo r safe travel, and are no t pass­ 
able every day, then the carrier o n 
such ro ute may be at any time with 
drawn and service abo lished. 
The co -o peratio n o f the farmers is 
necessary to thc^ co ntinuatio n o f the 
delivery service, and unless all ro ads 
traveled by the rural carriers are put 
in co nditio n there may be changes 
that will be disappo inting.
